Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  compilation  of  the 
statistics  of  the  imports  and  exports  of  forest  products  in  the  foreign 
trade  of  the  United  States  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  1851  and 
ending  with  1908. 

This,  the  only  compilation  of  this  sort  that  has  ever  been  under- 
taken and  completed,  is  of  permanent  value  in  the  history  of  forest 
utilization  in  the  United  States.  The  work  was  compiled  under  the 
direction  of  George  K.  Holmes,  Statistical  Scientist  in  charge  of  the 
Division  of  Production  and  Distribution,  from  reports  of  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics,  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  this  manuscript  be  published 
as  Bulletin  No.  51  of  this  Bureau.

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EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS. 

Imports. — Goods  from  a  foreign  country  entered  at  a  custom-house. 

Imports  for  consumption. — The  term  "entry  for  consumption"  is  the  technical 
name  of  the  import  entry  made  at  the  custom-house,  and  does  not  imply  that  the  goods 
will  be  actually  consumed,  but  simply  that  they  have  been  delivered  into  the 
custody  of  the  importer  and  that  the  duties  have  been  paid  on  the  dutiable  portion. 
Some  of  them  may  be  afterwards  exported. 

Foreign  exports  or  reexports. — Goods  which  have  been  imported  into  this 
country,  either  for  reexport  or  for  consumption,  and  are  afterwards  exported,  having 
undergone  no  change  in  form  or  condition  or  enhancement  in  value  by  the  application 
of  labor  in  the  United  States. 

Domestic  exports. — Goods  produced  or  manufactured  in  this  country  from  either 
domestic  or  imported  raw  materials,  and  which  are  shipped  to  foreign  countries. 

Transit  or  in-transit  trade. — Goods  from  a  foreign  country  passing  through  the 
United  States  on  the  way  to  the  same  or  another  foreign  country. 

Transshipment  trade. — Goods  from  a  foreign  country  received  at  a  United  States 
port  and  there  reshipped  to  a  foreign  country  without  being  entered  as  an  import  into 
this  country. 

In-transit  and  transshipment  trade  is  not  included  in  the  imports  and  exports  of  the 
United  States,  but  is  reported  separately. 

Values. — The  values  of  imported  articles  subject  to  ad  valorem  duties  are  defined  by 
the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  10,  1890,  as — 

The  actual  market  value  or  wholesale  price  of  such  merchandise  as  bought  and  sold 
in  usual  wholesale  quantities  at  the  time  of  exportation  to  the  United  States  in  the 
principal  markets  of  the  country  from  whence  imported,  and  in  the  condition  in  which 
such  merchandise  is  there  bought  for  exportation  to  the  United  States  or  consigned  to 
the  United  States  for  sale,  including  the  value  of  all  cartons,  cases,  crates,  boxes,  sacks, 
and  coverings  of  any  kind,  and  all  other  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  incident  to 
placing  the  merchandise  in  condition  ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States. 

The  value  of  all  other  imports,  whether  subject  to  specific  duty  or  free  of  duty,  is 
also  determined  according  to  the  law  just  quoted. 

The  value  of  domestic  exports  is  their  declared  value  at  the  time  of  exportation  in  the 
ports  of  the  United  States  whence  they  are  exported,  which  the  law  requires  to  be 
stated  under  oath  with  penalty  for  misstatement. 

The  value  of  foreign  exports  when  shipped  directly  from  bonded  warehouses  (usually 
dutiable  goods)  is  their  import  value,  but  when  not  shipped  from  bonded  warehouses 
(usually  free  goods)  the  value  is  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  domestic 
exports. 

Goods  in  transit  through  the  United  States  from  one  foreign  country  to  another  are 
valued  in  the  same  manner  as  imports. 

Valuation  deceptions. — The  value  of  imported  articles  subject  to  ad  valorem  duties 
is  believed  to  be  determined  with  more  accuracy,  according  to  the  legal  method  of  val- 
uation, than  the  value  of  imports  with  specific  duties  or  free  of  duty,  or  the  value  of 
exported  articles;  the  valuations  of  dutiable  imports  and  of  exports  dutiable  in  foreign 
countries  tend  to  understatement;  and  the  valuations  of  imports  that  are  free  of  duty 
are  liable  to  inflation  for  the  purpose  of  trade  deception. 

Weights. — In  the  official  trade  returns  of  the  United  States  the  weights  of  articles 
exported  are  usually  net  weights,  and  also  the  weights  of  all  imports,  except  those  which 
are  subject  to  a  specific  duty  levied  upon  the  weight  of  the  packages,  including  the 
weight  of  the  article  itself,  together  with  some  or  all  of  its  coverings. 

All  tons  mentioned  in  this  bulletin,  except  where  it  is  otherwise  stated,  are  long 
tons  of  2,240  pounds. 
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FOREIGN  TRADE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  IN  FOREST 
PRODUCTS,  1851-1908. 


BALANCE  OF  TRADE. 

The  value  of  domestic  forest  products  exported  from  the  United 
States  increased  from  an  annual  average  of  $6,000,000  in  1851-1855 
to  $59,000,000  in  1901-1905,  and  the  corresponding  increase  in  the 
value  of  forest  products  imported  was  from  $2,000,000  in  the  earlier 
period  to  $72,000,000  in  the  later.  In  1851-1855, 1856-1860, and  1861- 
1865  the  average  annual  exports  of  domestic  forest  products  were 
greater  in  value  than  the  net  imports,  while  in  each  of  the  other  five- 
year  periods  shown  in  Table  1  the  net  imports  exceeded  the  domestic 
exports  in  value. 

Great  increases,  both  in  domestic  exports  and  in  imports,  occurred 
in  1906, 1907,  and  1908  over  the  average  for  1901-1905.  The  highest 
value  of  both  domestic  exports  and  imports  in  any  individual  year 
was  in  1907,  when  $93,000,000  worth  of  forest  products  was  exported 
and  $122,000,000  worth  was  imported;  and  the  lowest  value  of  domes- 
tic exports  in  any  year  was  $4,200,000  in  1851  and  of  imports 
$1,100,000  in  1852.  The  proportion  of  imports  which  were  reex- 
ported decreased  in  the  period  covered  by  Table  1 ;  in  the  first 
five-year  period  the  reexports  were  nearly  one-third  of  the  gross 
imports,  and  in  1901-1905  they  were  only  about  one-twentieth. 

KIND  OF  FOREST  PRODUCTS  IMPORTED  AND  EXPORTED. 

The  principal  articles  of  forest  products  imported  into  the  United 
States  are  different  from  the  forest  products  exported.  Of  the 
average  imports  in  1901-1905,  amounting  in  value  to  $72,000,000, 
more  than  one-half  consisted  of  india  rubber,  cabinet  woods,  dye- 
woods,  gums,  and  other  articles  not  native  to  the  United  States, 
while  of  the  $59,000,000  worth  of  domestic  forest  products  exported 
during  the  same  period  all  but  $1,000,000  consisted  of  timber,  lum- 
ber, and  naval  stores.  The  value  of  imports  of  timber  and  lumber 
other  than  cabinet  woods  has  increased  considerably  in  the  last  few 
years.  The  value  in  1906  was  $20,000,000,  or  $7,000,000  above  the 
annual  average,  1901-1905,  and  more  than  double  the  annual  aver- 
age,   1896-1900.      For  1907   and    1908  still   further  increases   are 

recorded.

PER  CAPITA  EXPORTS. 

The  average  annual  exports  of  domestic  forest  products  in  1851- 
1855  were  only  24  cents  per  capita,  and  in  1901-1905,  74  cents  per 
capita,  the  increase  in  this  trade  being  more  than  three  times  the 
increase  in  population. 

Of  the  50-cent  increase  per  capita,  40  cents  were  due  to  exports  of 
timber  and  lumber,  8  cents  to  exports  of  spirits  of  turpentine,  and  2 
cents  to  a  net  increase  of  exports  of  minor  products.  The  exports  of 
rosin  per  capita  increased  from  0.02  barrel,  in  the  first  five-year  period 
shown  in  Table  2  to  0.031  barrel  in  the  last  period.  The  lowest 
per  capita  exports  were  0.004  barrel  in  1861-1865,  and  the  highest 
for  any  five-year  period  0.032  barrel  in  1896-1900.  The  trade  in 
spirits  of  turpentine  increased  much  more,  the  average  exports  per 
capita  in  1851-1855  being  0.042  gallon,  and  in  1901-1905,  0.221  gallon. 
In  1906  and  1907  the  per  capita  exports  of  spirits  of  turpentine  were 
less  than  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years,  but  the  exports  in 
1908  exceeded  this  average. 

Wood  pulp  exports  declined  from  an  annual  average  of  0.604  pound 
per  capita  in  1898-1900  to  0.439  pound  in  1901-1905,  and  to  lower 
amounts,  successively,  in  1906,  1907,  and  1908.  In  contrast  with 
this  decline  may  be  noted  the  increase  in  the  imports  of  this  product 
as  shown  in  Table  3. 

The  value  of  timber  and  lumber  exports  increased  from  15  cents  per 
capita  in  1851-1855  to  55  cents  in  1901-1905,  and  still  further  to  66 
and  81  cents  in  1906  and  1907,  respectively.  The  average  for  1908 
was  77  cents  per  capita.

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PER  CAPITA  IMPORTS. 

The  value  per  capita  of  forest  products  imported  in  1901-1905  was 
more  than  ten  times  that  of  1851-1855,  the  increase  amounting  to 
more  than  80  cents. 

Imports  of  cinchona  and  other  barks  from  which  quinine  is  ex- 
tracted first  increased  and  then  decreased  in  the  period  covered  by 
Table  3,  the  average  in  1901-1905  being  0.08  pound  per  capita,  and 
successively  smaller  amounts  in  1906,  1907,  and  1908. 

Per  capita  imports  of  dyewoods,  which  were  greatest  during  the 
fifteen  years  ending  with  1890,  decreased  successively  in  each  five- 
year  period  thereafter;  there  was  a  further  decrease  in  1906,  and  the 
value  in  1907  was  but  slightly  above  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Per  capita  imports  of  crude  camphor  showed  slight  increase  during 
the  fifteen  years  ending  1905;  the  largest  quantity  imported  was  0.04 
pound  per  capita  in  1881-1885,  and  the  smallest,  less  than  one-fifth 
of  that  amount,  was  in  1851-1855. 

The  per  capita  imports  of  shellac  in  1901-1905  were  more  than 
eight  times  those  of  1862-1865,  the  first  period  for  which  returns  are 
available;  the  imports  in  1906  were  0.19  pound,  an  increase  of  0.06 
pound  over  the  annual  average  for  1901-1905,  and  the  imports  for 
1907  were  0.02  pound  greater  than  those  of  1906. 

In  1862-1863  the  imports  of  india  rubber  averaged  0.11  pound  per 
capita,  and  0.71  pound  in  1901-1905,  an  increase  of  nearly  seven- 
fold. There  was  a  decrease  in  1906  followed  by  a  considerable 
increase  in  1907,  the  per  capita  imports  in  that  year  being  0.90 
pound. 

The  value  of  imports  per  capita  of  tanning  materials  fluctuated 
during  the  five  periods  ending  with  1901-1905,  but  the  average  for 
1906  reached  2  cents  and  for  1907  4.6  cents.  The  highest  annual 
average  for  any  five-year  period  shown  in  Table  3  was  1.2  cent  in 
1881-1885,  and  the  lowest  0.4  cent  in  1871-1875. 

The  value  of  imports  of  cabinet  woods  per  capita  increased  suc- 
cessively during  the  three  periods  ending  with  1901-1905,  the  value  in 
the  last  period  being  4.4  cents.  In  this  item  also  the  imports  per  capita 
for  1906  exceeded  the  annual  average  for  any  five-year  period  shown, 
and  the  figure  for  1907  exceeded  that  for  1906  and  also  for  1908.

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AVERAGE  ANNUAL  EXPORT  VALUES. 

The  value  of  articles  exported  from  the  United  States  is  the 
declared  value  at  the  time  and  place  of  exportation.  Changes  from 
year  to  year  in  the  average  annual  export  value  of  an  article  may  be 
due  to  actual  fluctuations  in  market  prices,  or  to  variations  in  the 
proportion  of  different  grades  exported  under  the  name  of  the  arti- 
cle, or  to  both.  Owing  to  the  uncertainty  caused  by  these  con- 
ditions comparisons  based  upon  export  or  import  values  should  be 
made  with  caution. 

During  the  five  years  1855-1859  the  annual  export  values  of  rosin 
ranged  from  $2.33  to  $2.82  per  barrel  and  in  1901-1905  the  range  was 
greater,  being  from  $1.66  to  $3.06  per  barrel.  In  1861,  1879,  and 
each  of  the  nineteen  years  ending  with  1902  the  average  export 
value  of  rosin  was  less  than  $2  per  barrel.  Beginning  with  1903 
there  were  five  years  of  successive  increases  until  the  value  in  1907 
reached  $4.42  per  barrel.  The  highest  value  of  rosin  shown  (Table 
4)  was  $14.71  per  barrel,  in  1864.  The  export  value  of  spirits  of 
turpentine  in  1851-1855  ranged  from  38  to  63  cents  per  gallon 
and  in  1901-1905  from  38  to  56  cents  per  gallon.  The  highest 
value  was  $2.01  per  gaUon  in  1864  and  the  lowest  25.7  cents  in  1897. 

Values  of  hewn  and  sawed  timber  showed  considerable  increases 
in  the  period  covered  by  the  table,  especially  since  1890,  when  the 
average  export  values  were  about  two-thirds  of  those  in  1908.  The 
average  export  value  of  boards,  deals,  and  planks  in  1855-1859 
ranged  from  $13.49  to  $17.58  per  1,000  board  feet  and  in  1901-1905 
from  $18.01  to  $20.05.  The  lowest  annual  value  was  $13.49  in  1857, 
and  the  highest  $24.55  in  1907.  The  average  export  values  of  wood 
pulp  in  the  five  years  ending  with  1907  showed  slight  changes  and 
were  approximately  2  cents  per  pound,  but  in  1908  the  value  reached 
2.18  cents  per  pound,  or  double  that  in  1898.

AVERAGE  ANNUAL  IMPORT  VALUES. 

The  value  of  an  imported  article,  as  stated,  in  the  official  trade 
returns  of  the  United  States,  is  the  market  value  in  the  country  from 
which  imported  and  does  not  include  subsequent  charges  and  profits. 
The  import  value  of  cinchona  and  other  barks  from  which  quinine 
maybe  extracted  was  highest  in  1863,  reaching  75  cents  per  pound, 
and  lowest  in  1897  when  it  fell  to  5.6  cents  per  pound.  During 
the  three  years  1855-1857,  the  average  import  value  of  these  arti- 
cles ranged  from  21  to  22  cents  per  pound,  and  in  1901-1905  from 
13  to  21  cents  per  pound. 

The  import  value  of  logwood  showed  a  slight  increase  in  1901-1905 
as  compared  with  1864  and  1865,  but  was  less  than  the  average  for 
the  five  years  beginning  with  1884.  No  average  value  was  avail- 
able from  1851  to  1863  and  from  1866  to  1883,  inclusive. 

The  import  value  of  crude  camphor  in  the  last  eight  years,  shown 
in  Table  5,  was  about  double  that  of  the  first  eight  years.     The 
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average  value  of  copal,  cowrie,  dammar,  and  gambier  decreased  in 
the  last  year  as  compared  with  the  first  given  in  the  table.  Shellac 
made  considerable  increase,  the  average  value  being  24  cents  in  1862 
and  31  cents  per  pound  in  1908. 

Values  of  india  rubber  ranged  from  26  cents  in  1868  to  78  cents 
per  pound  in  1906.  The  only  available  import  values  of  this  article 
prior  to  1891  were  for  1862,  1863,  and  1868,  in  each  of  which  years 
the  figures  exceeded  25  and  were  less  than  30  cents  per  pound.  The 
lowest  value  after  1890  was  43  cents  in  1893. 

The  average  value  of  boards,  deals,  and  planks  prior  to  1901  for 
the  years  given  in  Table  5  ranged  from  $8.86  to  $13.25  per  1,000 
board  feet.  In  sixteen  of  the  thirty-four  years  in  question  the  aver- 
age value  exceeded  $10  and  was  less  than  $12  per  1,000  feet,  in  eight 
years  they  exceeded  $12,  and  in  ten  years  were  less  than  $10  per  1,000 
feet.  Beginning  with  1900  the  average  import  value  of  this  class 
of  lumber  showed  an  increase  in  each  year  over  the  preceding  year. 
The  average  value  in  1908  was  $19.23  per  1,000  board  feet. 

The  average  import  value  of  shingles  is  available  for  every  year 
beginning  with  1872,  except  1896  and  1897.  Of  the  thirty-five 
years  given,  the  average  annual  value  for  twenty-six  years  was  more 
than  $2  and  less  than  $3  per  1,000,  and  in  nine  years  it  was  less  than 
$2  and  at  least  $1.75  per  1,000.  The  values  for  the  last  five  }Tears 
shown  are  slightly  below  those  of  the  first  five  years.  The  highest 
value  for  wood  pulp  was  3.1  cents  per  pound  in  1908  and  the  lowest 
0.8  cent  per  pound  in  1885.

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EXPORTS  AND  IMPORTS  IN  DETAIL. 

The  number  of  articles  specifically  mentioned  in  the  list  of  domestic 
forest  products  exported  from  the  United  States  has  increased  con- 
siderably since  1851.  The  following  were  added  since  1860  and 
prior  to  1900:  Charcoal,  turpentine  and  pitch,  joists  and  scantling, 
shooks,  wood  pulp,  poles,  and  firewood.  The  last  two  items  were 
not  reported  separately  after  1894.  A  number  of  these  articles,  when 
stated  separately  for  the  first  time,  were  not  new  items  of  trade,  but 
had  been  previously  included  with  other  articles.  Attention  is  called 
to  the  fact,  as  explained  in  the  headnote  of  Table  6,  that  the  values 
1862-1879  include  some  items  of  currency  and  some  of  gold. 

As  in  the  case  of  exports,  so  has  the  published  list  of  imported  forest 
products  grown  during  the  period  covered  by  this  bulletin.  Among 
new  items  separately  stated  since  1860  and  prior  to  1901  were  char- 
coal, logwood,  chicle,  copal,  cowrie,  dammar,  gambier,  gutta  joolatong, 
crude  turpentine,  round  timber,  hewn  timber,  and  wood  pulp.  Since 
1900  the  new  items  of  forest  products  include  balata,  guayule,  man- 
grove bark,  quebracho  wood,  extract  of  quebracho,  and  pulp  wood. 
It  will  be  noted  from  Table  7  that  the  number  of  classes  of  imported 
articles  far  exceeds  the  number  of  those  exported.
